Domingo, center of the civil 
war, were working with the Or­ 


ganization of American States 
for an end to bloodshed and a 
Dominican future which would, 
in Johnson’s words, be free of

vised speech that the multiple 
tasks of protecting lives, distrib­ 
uting food and medical supplies,
